putting itself into the hands of the bond 
clippers of Lombard and Wall streets.

In course of his remarks Teller stated 


emphatically that if the gold standard 
plank proposed was adopted be would 
consider it incumbent upon him to sever 
his connection with the convention.

could not consistently continue his rela- 
tions with a body which was so deter- 
mined to antagaonize his convictions of 
rigat and duty and he believed to stultify 
its own record.

The platform declared unequivocally for 
protection, sound money, the mainten- 
ance of the Monroe doctrine, and every- 
thing else that is good. 


Senator Teller of Colorado (Mr. Bowen 


of Adams) made a long speech m favor of 
a silver plank 
The speech was full of 


the humor, for which the speaker is 
noted, and kept the audience in a roar 
much of the time 
He went back into 


history and came forward to the present 
and talked till some one called for the 
question. 
"I'm arriving at that," an- 


swered the speaker, and he went on to 
the close of his speech 


Mr Wilkinson offset this speech with a 


sound argument for the gold standard. 
He charged the silver advocate n ith trj - 
ing to hypnotize the convention and 
blinding its eyes to everything but the 
white metal. At the close of his speech 
the California, delegation, led by W S. 
Archer, sang a McKmley campaign song, 
after which a vote was taken and the 
silver ameudmendment was lost.

Professor Wilson Should Be Bis Running 


Alate—Tariff War to Be Waged From 
Gorman'H Vantage Ground—Ko "Treach- 
ery In the Cainp" -A Bold Challenge. 


While the Democratio party has been 


levoting so much earnest attention to 
)he nomination of a Republican candi- 
date for tho presidency, it must not for 
4 moment be assumed that its own af- 
fairs are being neglected. In discussing 
the Republican outlook the Democrats 
are conducting their own campaign. 
But there has been a lack of reciprocity 
on the Republican side, which seems to 
be so enveloped in its own concerns that 
no time or space can be spared for dis- 
cussing the possibilities of its political 
opponenta 


It is well known that the Gorman 


tariff is not satisfactory to " the rank 
and file" of tho Democratio party. The 
Wilson bill was more to their liking. 
But it was amended in some 800 partic- 
ulars, under the guidance of certain 
Democratio senators, till President 
Cleveland admitted that "there are pro- 
visions in this bill which are not in 
lino with honest tariff reform." So 
strongly did ho fpel, in fact, that he be- 
came "more settled than ever in the de- 
termination to allow the bill to become 
a law without my (his) signature. " 


Mr. Cleveland, however, never sur- 


rendered all hope of acquiring a perfect 
tariff from the free trade standpoint. 
He said: "I cannot be mistaken as to 
the necessity of frco raw materials as 
the foundation of logical and sensible 
tariff reform." In only one industry, 
that of wool manufacture, has free raw 
material been granted to the American 
people. The result has hardly been sat- 
isfactory to the manufacturers, perhaps, 
because they did not also secure free 
coal and free iron. It is true that the 
furniture manufacturers have free lum- 
ber, but as they are not cupturing any 
largo share of the markers of the world, 
they possibly need free K;ue, free nails, 
free screws and free varnish. Mr. Cleve- 
land appreci utes these points. He further 
has hopes of providing more free raw 
materials that "would £jrry to every 
humble home in tho lau?the blessings 
of increased comfort and cheaper liv- 
ing." Bad as the Gorman tariff^is, he 
regards it as "not only a barrier against 
the return of mad'proteotion, but it fur- 
nishes a vantage ground from which 
must be waged further aggressive opera- 
tions against protected monopoly and 
governmental favoritislu.'' 


What clearer ring, what plainer chal- 


lenge could be giTen to the friends of 
protection? When Mr. Cleveland refused 
to attach his signature to the Wilson 
bill with its 600 attachments, though 
regarding it as ' 'a vantage ground from 
which must be waged further aggressive 
operations," he publicly proclaimed, 
through the medium of Hon. T. C. 
Catohings, as follows: 


"I take my place with the rank and 


file of the Democratic party who believe 
iu tariff r«*form and who know what it 
ia, who refuse to accept the results of 
this bill as the olose of the war. who are 
not blinded to tho fact that the livery 
of Democratic tariff reform has been 
stolen and worn in. the service of Re- 
publican protection, and who haVe 
marked the^ places where the deadly 
blight of treason lias blasted the coun- 
sels of the brave iu their hour of might.'' 


The tariff frcforta party disowns the 


existing law except as "a vantage 
ground from which must be waged 
further aggressive operations." Their 
" livery has b%en stolen. " It must be re- 
covered from the Republican protection- 
ists. Secretary. Morton must mix up hia 
strongest insecticides to exterminate 
tho rot and mildew in the Democratic 
party caused by "the deadly blight of 
treason." Even now the president and 
his cohort, Professor Wilson, are gird- 
ing up their loins for the fray and re- 
viving the blasted counsels of the brave 
in their hour of weakness.

Knowing they did 
not belong in the bouse she questioned 
Florence but could learn nothing from 
her except that she had taken them from 
a family several doors away over the roof. 
Georgia told her to take them back and 
returned to her friend in the parlor. 
Florence came to her a little later and 
told her the family had discovered that 
the goods were gone and for that reason 
she could not go back with them. 


Mrs. 
Brock is an invalid and Georgia 


saw that a shock would be very danger- 
ous to her. So she concluded to send the 
dresses and other property to the Colum- 
bia storage house and send the pieces back 
anonymously. This plan was frustrated 
however. 
When she saw Mrs. Trow- 


bridge at the storeage warehouse, she 
went up to her and told her all about it, 
not knowing the men with her were 
detectives. Manager Saul of the establish- 
ment corroborated the story. 


The jury decided to dismiss the girls. 
The Brock family is expected to arrive 


here and take possession of their summer 
home, "Buena Vista," Saturday. They 
will probably be without Florence whom 
Mr. Brock intends to send to a convent.

Peter Brooks and Francis Bourly, 


thirteen and fourteen years old respect- 
ively were in court this morning charged 
with assaulting another little fellownamed 
Joseph Cole, near the home of all three 
on River street Monday night. The chargo 
was the result of a boy's "scrap" and 
Special Justice Harrington continued the 
case for one month the action to be gov 
erned by their subsequent behavior.

LONDON'S TALL TOWER. 


When Coonnletedi It Will B« Much Higher 


Thau That of Farli. 


The public now has the privilege of look- 


Ing round upon a charming panorama of 
English landscape from tho elevation of tlio 
first completed stage of the great tower in. 
Wembley park. In the good tiraa thnt it i3 
hoped will not be longin coming tha pt.i-uc- 
ture will bo reared some 300 feet nearer tho 
sky as a second stage, and wheijttit is wholly 
finished the topmost point will bo 1,100 
feet above tho ground, thus putting the 
Eiffel tower in iho shade. But capital 
toust first be attracted, and meanwhile tho 
scheme is to be carried out in installments. 


At presont it stops at the first platform, 


now open for public resort. It is 160 feet 
from the ground, 400 fpeb above sett level, 
and it will not be surprising if the novelty 
Bt otico begins to assist the fortunes of 
Wembley park and its promoters. The 
visitor is taken smoothly from earth in a 
roomy lift and landed upon a solid con- 
crete level an acre in area. 


The scene commanded from this breezy 


eminence is true country save near glimpses 
of the railway and the masses of bricks nnd 
mortar ia the distant London suburbs. 
The sliiuina: bosom of Kiugsbury reservoir 
is underneath, with the northern heights 
of the metropolis, wooded and beautiful, 
beyond. Hnrrow-on-the-Hill, with its land- 
mark spire, and the verdant slopes of 
Neasdcn havo as a faroflf background the 
hills of Hertfordshire. 
Windsor castle has 


been seen on exceptionally fine days, nnd 
the frreat wheel nt Earl's court from its 
"end on" position looks like a tall, slender 
spire. Sweet fields, swelling slopes anrl 
abounding woods aro all around this lofty 
standpoint, and the pyo rests and lingers 
upon many u mansion, village and cottage 
home. 


Oi a vrido variety of lovely pictures, 


there is hardly none more winsome than 
the farm which is mapped out just beyond 
to the park boundary as now eyed from 
the eastern parapet,.of the tower platform. 
The dark red tiles of the roof, the Ivy 
clinging to the walls, the greenery whie.li 
portly hkl»s the house, the great rickyard 
with Its large stacks mid barns nnd the 
outbuildings anil cottages are most typical 
of the oldKnglish homestead which artists 
love to point. The park also is really bean- 
tilnl, with its perfectly rural character, its 
grand flowery chestnuts, fine oaks, now in 
leafage of the tonderest green, ornamental 
lake, rhododendron and berbei'is shrubber- 
ies, and the groves, thickets, flower beds 
and other features of its 100 acres 01 plea- 
saunee. 


As to the tower, its base occupies more 


space thnn that tiikrn up by St. Paul a 
cathedral. Its four built np le;js of rtael 
are "SO feet apart at the base, 204 nt the 
platform. 
The Koyal exclumge could be 


accommrcialed npon tho concrete floor 
above. Just now it hag a kiosk at each cor- 
ner and ro'vs of garden se:its along each 
pan:pet overlooking the outspread miles 
and miles of ccnir.try. The part completed 
is a matter of 2,700 tons of steel, and when 
tho rest is built tho tonnage will be 7,000. 
Two passenger lifts rnrry 00 persons each 
journey. 
They are worked by eteain, and 


tho steel cables could bear 20 times the 
strain that will be demanded from Uicm. 
The ascent is made in 30 seconds, and 
there is nn elaborate system of automatic 
brakes to each car. For those who prefer 
walking np some 300 stops there i3 a four 
foot wide zigzng staircase. 


, Tho tower, it mfiy bo added, will cost 


£200,000 to complete, and the outlay upon 
tho (grounds to dato may bo put down at 
£20,000.—London News.

Money Platform To.day—Silver Men 


Displeased at tho Meagre Rep- 


resentation Given Tlieiu. 


St. Louis, June 17.—The committee 


on resolutions, when the convention 
adjourned, proceeded at once to the 
Lindell hotel and organized. Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts called the com- 
mittee to ^rder and nominated Mr. 
Foraker of Ohio as chairman. Mr. 
Teller of Colorado placed Mr. Dtibois 
in nomination. Forty-one persons an- 
swered to their names. Governor For- 
aker was elected, thirty-five votes 
being- cast for him and four for Dubois. 
Those who voted lor Dubois were the 
members 
from 
Colorado, Montana, 


North Carolina and Utah. Mr. Mer- 
riara of Minnesota moved that a sub- 
committee be appointed to draft a plat- 
form and present it to the full commit- 
tee. This suggestion was opposed by 
Messrs. Teller and Dubois, tho leaders 
of the silver movement, on the ground 
that it was better to discuss the finan- 
cial plank in full committee. If its 
consideration were left first to a sub- 
committee they contended the argu- 
ments against a gold standard plank, 
which, they understood was to be 
adopted, would have to be made twice. 
They thought It advisable therefore 
that so for as that particular plank was 
concerned the sub-committee might bo 
excused from 
considering it.

Merriam's motion was carried and 
the

appointed 
a 
commit- 


tee consisting of Messrs. Foraker, 
Merriam of Minnesota, Fesaenden of 


j Connecticut, Teller of Colorado, War- 


mouth of Louisiana and Patterson of 
Illinois. 
After some discussion the 


committee was increased by the addi- 
tion of two other members, Mr. Bur- 
leigh. of Washington and Mr. Lauter- 
bach of New York. A motion to ad- 
journ until 8 o'clock was then carried. 
The silver members of the committee 
were displeased at the meagre repre- 
sentation given them. 
They com- 


plained also that several members of 
the committee whom they had regard- 
ed as bimetallists have "fallen down," 
as they phrased it, and joined the 
ranks of the gold men. 


Report May Be Delayed. 


A few minutes after 8 o'clock the 


members of the committee again gath- 
ered in the ladies' ordinary of tho Lin- 
dell, but the sub-committee did not put 
in an appearance. 
At 8:40 Gov. War- 


mouth of Louisiana came over and said 
that the sub-comudttee was still in 
session and requested an adjournment 
until this morning at 10 o'clock. This 
was done and the members present 
were then informally addressed by a 
delegation of ladies favoring the in- 
sertion in the platform of a woman's 
| suffrage plank. It is believed this 


morning that the committee will not 
be ready to report to the convention 
before late this afternoon. 


The Financial Plank. 


The sub-committee resolved to recom- 


mend to the full committee the follow- 
ing financial plank: "The republican 
party is unreservedly for sound money. 
It caused the enactment of the law 
providing for the resumption of specie 
payments in 1879; since then every 
dollar has been as good as gold. We 
are 
unalterably 
opposed to every 


measure calculated to debase our cur- 
rency, or impair the credit of our 
Country. We are therefore opposed to 
the free coinage of silver except by 
international agreement with the lead- 
ing commercial nations of the world, 
which we pledge ourselves to promota, 
and until such agreement can be ob- 
tained, the existing gold standard must 
be preserved. All our silver and paper 
currency now in circulation must be 
maintained at parity with gold, and 
we favor all measures designed to 
maintain inviolably the obligations of 
the United States, and all our money, 
whether coin or paper, at ths present 
standard, the standard of the most en- 
lightened nations of the earth." Sena- 
tor Teller offered a free silver resolu- 
tion as substitute, which was voted 
down. 


Comment of til* Iiondon Time*. 


London, June 17.—Tho Times to-day, 


basing its remarks on the dispatches of 
G. Vf. Smalley, its American corre- 
spondent, pays a tribute to Mr. Platt's 
masterly handling of the gold force* 
at the St. Louis convention. It says 
that his overthrow of the silverites 
promises to give a new sensation to 
the United States. Within three days 
he has changed the fortunes of his own 
section and the policy of the republi- 
can party.

Cleveland last evening made the follow- 
ing- reply to a reporter of tho New 
York Herald, who asked of the pret-i- 
deut a statement concerning the demo- 
cratic situation.

"I have made no figures as to the 
probable action of delegates already 
chosen to the democratic national con 
vention, but I refuse to believe that 
when the time arrives for deliberate 
action .there will ba engrafted upon 
democratic creed a demand for the 
free, unlimited and independent coin- 
age of silver. I cannot believe this 
because I know the democratic party 
is neither unpatriotic nor foolish and 
because it seems ao clear to me that 
such a course will inflict a very 
great injury upon every interest of our 
country, which it has been the mission 
of democracy to advance, and will re- 
sult in lasting1 disaster to our party 
orga citation. There ifl little hope that 
as a, means of success this free silver 
proposition, after its thorough discus- 
sion during- a political campaign, v.-ill 
attract a majority of the voters of tho 
country. 
It must be that many of the 


illusions influencing- those now relying1 
upon this alleged panacea, for their ills 
will be dispelled before the time come* 
for them to cast their ballots which 
will 
express 
their 
sober 
second 


thoughts. The adoption by the de- 
mocracy of this proposition would, I 
believe, give to our opponents an ad- 
vantage both in the present and fu- 
ture which they do not deserve. 


Must Avert Demoralization, 


"My attachment to trne democracy 


is so strong that I consider its success 
as identical with the promotion of tha 
country's good. This oug-ht sufficiently 
to account for my anxiety that no mis- 
take be made at our party convention. 
In my opinion no effort should be 
spared to secure such action of tho 
delegates as will avert party demorali- 
zation, It is a place for consultation 
and comparison of views and those 
democrats who believe in the cause of 
sound money should there be heard and 
be constantly in evidence. A cause 
worth fighting for is worth fighting 
for to the end. If sound money demo- 
crats suppose there is danger of a mis- 
take being made such danger should 
stimulate their activity in averting it 
instead of creating discouragement. I 
am very far from arrogating to myself 
a controlling influence upon the policy 
ol my party, but as an unflinching 
democrat who has been honored by his 
party and who desires hereafter no 
greater political privileges than to oc- 
cupy the place of private in its ranks, 
I hope I may not be blamed for saying
